as of August 31, 1924.

In Manchuria the Council of the League Of N ations has 
been 
striving 
vainly for four months to check fne aivance of Japan. 
Each League pro­ 
nouncement has met with either a Japanese rejection or with an acceptance 
so modified as to be in fact a rejection. 
When the League (September 22) 
asked both China and Jap an to w ithdraw their troops without committing 
acts th a t would endanger peace, Japan agreed to withdraw to the railway 
zone provided her troops were not interfered with. 
Apparently their troops 
were molested because she found it necessary to bomb Chin Chow (October 
8) and to send more troops. 
In spite of the Japanese refusal to accept the advice of third parties, 
the Hague Council definitely committed the League (September 30) to a pol­ 
icy of inducing both sides to withdraw. 
The League then invoked the Kel­ 
logg Pact (October 17) with the result that both China and Japan present­ 
ed long diplomatic argum ents to prove that negotiations should precede w ith­ 
drawal (Japan) and that withdrawal should precede negotiations 
(China). 
When the Council ordered Japan to withdraw by November 16, Japan 
re­ 
fused flatly and proceeded to occupy Tsitishar fa r to the North in the Russ­ 
ian zone (November 19). 
The Council voted for a committee of investiga­ 
tion (December 10) and the Japanese have proceeded to clean all the troops 
out of Manchuria. 
This the Japanese do in the nam e of protecting 
them ­ 
selves from bandits: they deny all intentions of “ territorial aggression” and 
intend to set up an autonomous Manchuria. 
Autonomy, however, as every­ 
one knows from the case of Korea or the French in Rhineland, is intended 
as a preliminary stage to annexation. Thus one may say that the League has 
failed even to slow up the Japanese occupation of Manchuria. 
The defeat 
for the League is all the more serious because it took such an extreme 
stand in the beginning.

Versailles, 
that were forced upon other powers. 
China does not accept the validity of 
the 1915 arrangem ents and strives in 
numerous indirect ways 
to 
under­ 
mine them. 
The violations of Ja p an ­ 
ese treaty rights by the Chinese 
in 
M anchuria—notably the building 
of 
railroads in 
competition 
with 
the 
South Manchuria 
Railway 
and the 
refusal to let Japanese buy 
land— 
give the Japanese a legal pretext for 
enlarging their control beyond 
the 
South Manchuria Railway. 
On 
the 
question of legality the League 
of 
Nations assumes that Japan, a mem­ 
ber of the 
League, 
cannot 
absorb

The weapons at the disposal of the 
League of Nations are admonition, 
the 
ejection 
of 
Japan 
from the 
League, diplomatic boycott, economic 
pressure and military pressure. Since 
none of the last four methods 
meet 
with the approval 
of

harassed 
governments of the world, 
fruitless 
admonition has been the only action. 
The Kellogg Pact has no application 
here because the Japanese have

frained from declaring w ar 
and,

war comes, they can sa it is defen­ 
sive.

Nine-Power

of 
1922 cannot be invoked because J a ­ 
pan claims she has no territorial am ­ 
bitions and therefore will not disturb 
the status quo. 


The tru th is that the governments 
represented in the League of Nations 
really prefer to see a strong Japan 
in Manchuria in place of a weak rule 
of China. 
The governments 
w ant 
Japan as a check to Bolshevik expan­ 
sion and as a possible diversion 
for 
Russia this winter when the capital­ 
ist system in Europe is in such great 
danger. 
Besides no one of them 
has 
time or energy or money to devote to 
checking Japan. 
Which country 
in 
the world today can afford to lose its 
trade, however small, 
with 
Japan? 
Meantime, in order to maintain good 
relations with China and absorb 
as 
much of her trade as possible 
these 
Western countries instruct their rep­ 
resentatives to the League to make 
all kinds of written protests to J a ­ 
pan. 
The result is a big fuss in Ge­ 
neva, 
much 
note-w'riting 
and 
a 
wholesale defeat of the League 
of 
Nations. 
The realities in the case are 
the 
Capitalists' fear of Bolshevik Russia 


and the struggle for the Chinese m ar­ 
ket. 
A t present, during the terrible 
economic crisis, all the social malad­ 
justments caused by the last Euro­ 
pean war have come to a head. The 
Socialits movement has gained 
im- 
mensely, and in Germany has become, 
increasingly 
communistic. 
There! 
are disturbing conditions in 
South 
America, Africa, the Balkans, Spain, 
Italy, Poland, Persia, 
Afghanistan, 
the Dutch E ast Indies and China pro­ 
per. 
Under these circumstances, Bol­ 
shevism flourishes and the Capital­ 
ists worry. 
In China itself Sociali- 
ism finds a fertile field of expansion 
because of the disorders and because 
of the ruthlessness of capitalist ex­ 
ploitation of labor there.

THE LEAGUE FAILS TO CHECK 
JAPAN 


BY M. H. COCHRAN 
(Associate Professor of History, U niversity of Missouri ) 
/ 
In Manchuria the Council of the League Of Nations has 
been 
striving 
vainly for four months to check fne advance of Japan. 
Each League pro­ 
nouncement has met with either a Japanese rejection or with an acceptance 
so modified as to be in fact a rejection. 
When the League (Septem ber 22) 
asked both China and Japan to withdraw’ their troops without com mitting 
acts th a t would endanger peace, Japan agreed to withdraw to the railway 
zone provided her troops were not interfered with. 
Apparently their troops 
were molested because she found it necessary to bomb Chin Chow (October 
8) and to send more troops. 
In spite of the Japanese refusal to accept the advice of third parties, 
the H ague Council definitely committed the League (September 30) to a pol­ 
icy of inducing both sides to withdraw. 
The League then invoked the Kel­ 
logg Pact (October 17) with the result that both China and Japan present­ 
ed long diplomatic argum ents to prove that negotiations should precede w ith­ 
drawal (Japan) and that withdrawal should precede negotiations 
(China). 
When the Council ordered Jap an to w ithdraw by November 16, Ja p an 
re­ 
fused flatly and proceeded to occupy Tsitishar far to the North in the Russ­ 
ian zone (November 19). 
The Council voted for a committee of investiga­ 
tion (December 10) and the Japanese have proceeded to clean all the troop> 
out of Manchuria. 
This the Japanese do in the nam e of protecting 
them ­ 
selves from bandits: they deny all intentions of “ territorial aggression” and 
intend to set up an autonomous Manchuria. 
Autonomy, however, as every­ 
one know’s from the case of Korea or the French in Rhineland, is intended 
as a preliminary stage to annexation. Thus one may say that the League has 
failed even to slow’ up the Japanese occupation of Manchuria. 
The defeat 
for the League is all the more serious because it took such an extrem e 
ptand in the beginning.

Time To Think of Hot Beds 


By Scott M. Julian, New Madrid County Aeent 


It is time to 
begin 
thinking 
of 
making hot beds or cold frames. Un­ 
der southern conditions 
cold frames 
are generally used and under north­ 
ern conditions hot beds are necessary. 
Under general 
Southeast 
Missouri 
conditions both are used. 
Where 
a 
late cold spring is expected a hot bed 
would perhaps give the most satisfac­ 
tion, while an early mild spring would 
be conducive to the use of cold fram­ 
es. 
The hot bed or the cold 
frame 
should always 
face 
the south and 
should be on the 
south 
side of 
a 
building, a tight board fence, or 
a 
protected wall of some kind. 
A hot bed consists of a pit about 
18 inches deep filled with fermenting 
horse-stable manure to furnish the 
heat. 
Manure that is 
half 
manure 
and half straw is desirable. Place the 
manure in a low flat pile and turn it 
over once or twice as 
it begins 
to 
heat in order to have 
it 
uniform; 
then place it in the hot bed in thin 
layers, shaking the manure out loose­ 
ly as it is spread. 
Each successive 
layer as it is put in should 
be well 
trampled and if dry a small quantity 
of water added so that the manure 
will pack solidly in 
the pit. 
After 
the manure has been tramped 
and 
leveled the frame is placed in posi- 
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tion. 
The south side of 
the 
frame 
should be 8 to 12 inches lower than 
the back for the purpose of getting 
the greatest benefit from the sunlight 
and so the water will drain from the 
glass. 
From 3 to 6 inches of good 
screened garden loam 
or 
specially 
prepared soil from the compost heap 
is then spread evenly over the 
ma­ 
nure, the sash is put on and the bed 
allowed to 
heat. 
The 
temperature 
will at first run high, but 
no seeds 
should be planted until the tempera­ 
ture falls below 80 degrees F, which 
in most cases will be about three or 
four 
days. 
Cold 
frames are 
con­ 
structed like hot beds, except that no 
manure or other heating material is 
used. 
They are covered with ordi­ 
nary hot bed sash, but cotton cloth 
may be substituted for the sash. Any 
further information 
regarding 
the 
construction and use of hot beds or 
cold frames may be secured from the 
County Agent Scott M. Julian.
